bill. However, the whole thing gleaned from the two meetings 
held before the Assembly Judiciary Committee was very inspiring 
the architect. 

the first meeting there were some twelve architects present, six 
from Los Angeles and six from San Francisco, and about seven 
eight engineers from San Francisco, two persons representing specu- 
lative building concerns from Los Angeles, and 
from the General Contractors’ Association San Francisco. The 
meeting lasted some three hours, which there were thirteen mem- 
bers the Judiciary Committee. 

The second meeting before the same committee week later was 
attended some thirty engineers from San Francisco and Sacra- 
mento and other places, representatives the San Francisco General 
Contractors’ Association and speculative 
building concerns Los Angeles, and many other persons interested 
building, and one architect from Los Angeles and two from San 
Francisco; and the first meeting was warm, the last one was “hot” and 
then some. all the misstatements and misrepresentations one ever 
heard hurled the bill and architects general and against our 
profession, including the State Board Architecture and the existing 
law, and all the arrogant, conceited, egotistical and vain persons one 
ever heard get and talk the building business, the engineers carried 
away all the honors, with the emphasis the “honors.” They all 
seemed have attempted one after the other see how far they 
could not only ridicule the architectural profession, but the architects 
well, and all the statments made men who least from 
“fair and “common decency,” ought know better; one sat there 
absolutely dumbfounded and went away from the meeting with the 
absolute conviction that architects constructors were not even 
the class students; that, fact, architects themselves admit they 
know nothing about construction; they were mere dreamers, but 
wonderful imaginations, but building, even the merely 
ordinary one, ever attempted architects without the assistance, 
nay, the turning over the construction absolutely the engineer, 
until positively one had get pin and stick himself see whether 
what one heard was dream reality. 

They declared that the State law now the books relates 
architecture and construction mere nothing. The 
State Board Architecture represented its members archi- 
tects—well, nothing; that the proposed bill was framed architects 
could monopolize the business entirely; and the necessity such 
bill for “public safety,” was purely imaginary. buildings ever 
fall down and none are badly built, there was absolutely excuse 
for such bill. architects were trying force the engineers 
licensed, and the last analysis, the engineer was the only thing 
“worth when comes buildings, and they all joined with 
the “we are one chorus. 

Now have not half covered what actually took place, and engi- 
neers here they are: Galloway, Markwart, 
Snyder, Thurston, Couchet, and many others. Galliway will 
make exception. stuck his principles against registration 
pure and simple. With such principle there quarrel, for one 
may find among the architectural profession many who take the same 
ground, but think must conceded rather narrow view- 
point. But all the others, least thirty per cent them take 
off hat their conceit and egotism. When one was 
question, went squarely record that the bill would tend 
create monopoly architects. attacked the composition the 
proposed new Board, two engineers and four architects and one univer- 
sity professor, putting into the hands few architects awful 
power, that may used “badly,” although they admitted that the ratio 
practicing architects and engineers the building line this State 
about four one favor the architects. 

Thurston represented the General Contractors’ Association, and they 
wanted the elimination the licensed man supervision the work. 
other words, they want provide that owner can buy set 
plans and let his job general contractor who 
tend the work, and one breath admitted that rule the 
general contractor only knew the required size girder joists 
“rule thumb” (guesswork), and yet questioned accordance 
with that rule, that was good enough supervise building construc- 
tion. 

When asked how the Building Department the 
Board Works was conducted, replied that the plans for the 
structural parts the building were examined into 
Asked how that engineer was appointed, and replied that 
examination his and yet another breath disputed the 
purpose this proposed bill, because required that any person desir- 
ing design and supervise building operations should pass some 
examination. 

Very few those who spoke attended the meetings seemed 
know the real reason for the bill and were carried away absolutely 
with the firm opinion that was architect’s bill, pure 
and its evident intent was create architectural 
building, when fact its intent quite the reverse. But some one 
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had poisoned the minds most the engineers that they were 
not able exhibit common decency and courtesy the efforts the 
architects better building conditions. They evidently 
any bill presented the broad ground “public and com- 
building, designing and operations could not argued 
against except perhaps its minor parts, they adopted the very 
old and rather undignified way beating bill misrepresenting 
the issue and befogging the intent that the already suspicious 
mind the average legislator the tangle would great that con- 
fusion would reign and defeat come. 

The main purpose the engineers seemed against license.

State-wide building code. Now for moment let 
feature. The first question that naturally presents itself is, How far 
should the “State,” meaning each county municipality, 
examination plans for buildings and its inspection building 
operations bureau paid men fix responsibility the 
structural safety? the first place, should the State (the taxpayer) 
charged with such undertaking?

both? very obvious that either this method stability 
theoretical one from lack experience the actual carrying 
out buildings, the engineer wofully misinformed; for any one 
who builds either San Oakland, where they have 
building codes and building inspectors, certainly knows that the inspec 
tion made the bureau almost nil; and daresay, with all due 
respect, that Los Angeles the bureau only more efficient than 
San Francisco because has more inspectors. But for any one 
contend that building operations can carried properly relying 
upon the fact that, because plans are made according building 
codes and approved officials bureau municipality, will 
thus insure proper supervision building operation, admit 
without argument that that person, and this case the engineer, 
knows nothing about the building business. absolutely absurd 
and theoretical that hardly worth while answer. 

This the viewpoint the American Society Engineers 
resented San Francisco its president and secretary and many 
its members, and also from Los Angeles, Sacramento, ete., the 
Judiciary Committee meeting. Opposite this viewpoint stand the 
architects, who believe making the owner responsible far 
the employment competent person, not only design, 
supervise, the construction any and all building operations con 
cerned. 

This the intent the proposed bill, pure and simple, 
other matters contained therein were immaterial and subject any 
reasonable changes.

facts. brief history the case follows: 

Some time the early part 1916, after the State election 
determined the fate the three measures: One, State building for 
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San Francisco; two, State building for Sacramento; three, State 
building for Los Angeles—the latter being defeated—it became known 
that the State administration had been approached architect pre- 
sumed representing the San Francisco Center adminis- 
tration, with the plea that “the buildings erected under these 
bond issues, one San Francisco and two Sacramento, the 
subject conference” determine, competition was had 
among architects, that there more than eight 
architects invited participate the building for San Francisco, 
more than ten were eligible had the ability design building 
worthy, Mr. Faville says, place the sun (the Civic Center), 
and that one these three buildings least given direct him, 
presumably with his associates the Civic Center Commission. 

while after was called the officers this Chapter 
and the above “news” given them, after which was determined 
see the Governor the subject Competition. Accordingly five 
members this Chapter, after fixed time had been made meet 
the Governor, proceeded Sacramento and asked for competition, 
preferably the State. competition was decided upon, 
open all practicing architects these United States. 

Sometime later the State Architect, Mr. George McDougall, who 
“advisor” sent the program the Sub-committee Competition 
this committee, which Mr. Faville reason his office 
President the Chapter, was Chairman and composed 
Sylvain Schnaittacher, Howard and William Mooser, met 


selecting jurors the Advisor, having the power name all 
jurors. nearly all competitions, seemed that 
there had not been jury architects, composed difference 
training, that would give all competitors like chance. not 
wish misunderstood this remark, nor any one in- 
justice, but was always idea that jury, that is, the architectural 
portion, should composed men entirely different training and 
schooling. cannot conceive any argument the subject, 
hailed the opportunity achieve this end. 

The sub-committee had several meetings, all members attended, the 
situation was discussed and names both Chapters canvassed. 
selected available twenty-five from the San Francisco Chapter. 
the President, Mr. Faville, was not vote the names 
chosen, the committee asked him ascertain from each these 
twenty-five whether, first, they intended entering the competition, and, 
second, would they serve one the jurors. The committee finally, 
after few meetings, selected three names from the San Francisco 
Chapter and two from the Southern California Chapter; from San 
Francisco, Maybeck,. Mathews, Jas. Reid; from Southern California, 
Jno. Austin, Farquhar. All these names were agreeable the 
three members the sub-committee, except Mr. Mathews. Mr. How- 
ard declined vote for him the ground that believed Mathews 
did not possess the proper judicial temperament for 
Schnaittacher and voted for him. 

Having heard many misstatements regarding this matter, 
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determine whether the program was accord with 
the Code. The Sub-committee had several meetings with 
and without the State Architect before the program was agreed upon. 
With exception meetings for selection jury, Mr. Howard failed 
attend other meetings, although every effort was made have him 
so.

From these five architects, the Board Control selected 
Mathews and Reid from San Francisco, and Farquhar from Southern 
California. 

Now permit me, may, state opinion these 
quhar, considered from the standpoint the “Beaux-Arts.” also 
considered Maybeck, but being older man, and with wider experi- 
ence and with broader vision; Mathews, with very keen, analytical 
mind, man mature age and decided leaning toward the Italian 
school; James Reid, man known all over this Coast architect 
large commercial and other structures, having decided leaning, 
far aware, toward neither the two above John 
Austin, although younger man than Reid, but holding very sub- 
stantial and important place architectural and commercial circles 
Los Angeles, and without decided leanings toward either school. 
had the last analysis the three chosen: one representative 
the one the Italian school; one, neither, but solid, 
happy medium for the other two, ideal jury, least make-up, 
present the technical side architectural problem the four lay- 
men the jury, namely, Governor Johnson, Chief Justice Angellotti, 
Attorney-General Webb, and the president the Board Control, 
John Francis Neylan, majority whose votes finally had decide 
the winner. 

This the history the time the first stage award. 
There were some fifty-six competitors. The eight chosen enter 
the second stage the competition were: Rixford Baur, 
Longchamps, Chas. Weeks, Bakewell Brown, Wm. Hays, 
Bliss Faville, Lewis Hobart, Wood Simpson. 

After the final award! “Le deluge” (of criticism). 
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sooner had the award been made than the press, represented 
the four dailies, two morning and two evening, printed San 
Francisco, started with all kinds alleged interviews 
Mayor the city several the losing seven competitors; also an- 
other architect, and not the least, that illustrious member our pro- 
fession, Willis Polk. does seem too bad, for Polk ought and does 
know better, and could be, for many reasons, one the profession’s 
best friends place of, his own acts, its worst. there arises 
occasion when the profession needs friend, why does Polk rush 
and misrepresent the affair? 

His drawings, represented the press, the present buildings 
the Civic Center and the proposed State Building were mis- 
understand the motive outside downright cussedness, pure and 
simple, say nothing his other alleged reported remarks, abso- 
lutely uncalled for from any standpoint; his attempts innuendo 
cast reflection upon men whom sure knows above any 
such acts attempted imply. But class all him- 
self, and the less said him the better. 

the other members this Chapter, who, losing competitors 
are reported the press saying things wholly uncalled for, 
would say that they did not say these things, they least should have 
let the Chapter know. 

the privilege any one criticise comment upon any 
subject, but just because one does not believe certain 
thing which per cent matter taste and rush into print 
accusing every one doing the wrong thing say nothing accus- 
ing least one the jury “dishing us,” pretty bad business. 

The reported sending telegram Farquhar, asking him 
agreed the award, which could the time have nothing with 
the award, whether did not, except perhaps satisfy the curi- 
osity some the losers, was bad enough, but answer 
was worse. 

If, has been told some those reported signing this 
telegram, they not only did not sign it, but did not know its being 
sent, certainly each signer this telegram, reported 
the press, inform this Chapter whether not signed it. 

fact, the whole affair since the award disgraceful and 
absolutely uncalled for, that all those reported the press 
taking part the matter should clear themselves before this Chapter, 
for apparently they are out harmony with any and all its 
endeavors. 

desire say that Mr. Bakewell has informed that neither 
nor Mr. Brown nor Mr. Baur, reported, signed the wire Farqu- 
har. understand Mr. Hays has also denied it. 

wish call the attention this Chapter the competition for 
the Alameda County Infirmary, held 1914, $1,000,000 affair. The 
jury here was selected the Board Directors the Chapter 
practically the same manner the State Building jury. Mr. Chas. 
Weeks won this competition. was the Board that time and 
heard complaint the method selecting the jury. Therefore 
must inferred that not the method, nor whether the jury 
was “local” “Eastern,” but merely the personal part it, that 
objected to. will noted that Mr. Weeks won this competition, 
while lost the State one. Makes difference 
evidently, press correctly reports him. 

The competition for the $500,000 addition the 
Hospital was judged local heard complaint this 
method this case. 

seems, after all, that all our troubles spring from the question 
competitions. wonder how long the profession going stand 
for this thing. the end are certainly all losers. Now and then 
some one fortunate, but the profession loses body. Eliminate 
this foolish competition, and you will place the profession where 
ought have been long ago; and far this Chapter particularly 
concerned, certainly from the “competition business” that much 
discord has come, and apparently fundamental principles. 

Members this Chapter who are also members the San Fran- 
cisco Society Architects apparently believe that competitions, 
held, should limited invitation those who would compete 
practically exclude all those architects not belonging the said 
directly reverse order, who represent the Chapter with 
its 140 members cannot subscribe such view, for very obvious 
reasons. not fair, not square, and not right, and just 
long this difference exists, seems impossible “get 
together.” 

Personally, against all competitions, limited wide open, 
must have them, would like see them encompassed with 
regulations that enter would such burden one would soon 
come the conclusion that “the game isn’t worth But long 
the profession apparently desires competition, limit 
ones favored few, the exclusion the large body 
tioners from whom the very strength and backing 
methods regulating them comes, unjust and unfair that cannot 
tolerated and must not be. 

The remedy abolish competitions absolutely; or, those this 
Chapter who believe the favored few" plan, should change 
their views, least not favor open competition, but when 
the competitions are limited, they should not contined any clique 
Then could meet upon “common ground” for the good 
the profession general and this Chapter particular. 
words, practice little disinterestedness and harmony will prevail.
